U.S. AND JAPAN 
OBEY NAVY PACT 


Washington Treaty Fixes 
Size of Budgets. 


TOKIO, Nov. 18.—[By the Associat- 
ed Press.]—Naval budgets of Japan 
and the United 
States have been 
framed on the ba- 
sis of a mutual un- 
derstanding that 
they would not 
exceed the terms 
of the Washington 
conference agree- 
ment, pending 
final ratification 
of those pacts, ac 
cording to a state- 
ment today by an 
official of the Jap- 
anese foreign of- 
fice. 

Before the fram- 
ing of Japan’s naval budget, which 
shows a decrease of 117,000,000 yen 
[$58,000,000] as compared with that of | 
the current’ year, the foreign office 
had received assurance from the Amer- 
ican government that the United 
States naval budget would be drawn 
up in thé spirit of the Washington 
conference, the official said. 

U. 8S. Envoy Aids Negotiations. 

Japan gave similar assurances. The 
conversations which brought about the 
understandings were carried on by 
Charles B. Warren, American ambas- 
sador at Tokio,.and Foreign Minister 
Uchida. Both expressed the desire of 
their governments that the budgets 
should accord with the naval treaty 
of Washington. 

Mr. Warren’s letter confirming the 
conversations, according to the Japa- 
nese foreign office authority, assured 
the Tokio gowernment that pending 
ratification of the naval treaty and 
the deposit of the ratifications at Wash- 
ington, the naval budget of the United 
States would be based upon the naval 
limitations treaty of Washington. 

No Néw Pacific Forts. 

The letter is said to have stated fur- 
ther that .no construction would be un- 
dertaken contrary to the terms of the’ 
treaty and that the status quo of 
American fortifications in the Pacific 
would be maintained. 

Competent officials here are satis. 
fied that Japan's budget for the com- 
ing year complies with these assur- 
ances. The budget for the year which 
will end in March, 1923, is 393,668,000 
yen [$196,831,000]. 

That for the next fiscal year is 276.- 
000,000 [$138,000,000). Bight thousand 
men have been dropped from the rolls.

There is much in the composition of our modern 
constitutions which is properly and necessarily 
alterable with the changing conditions of a pro 
gressiye society, But there are elements which 
are a part of the political genius of our’ race and 
cannot be removed, er even materially infringed, 
without the gravest consequences, Revolution 
would change them and there is a process of de- 
terioration which is even more to be feared because 
it is almest unconscious, We who have not fought 
for our institutions or our rights, as our predeces- 
sors were called upon to do, are likely to lack ap- 
preciation of their value and, like spendthrift heirs, 
to waste our inheritance. It ig indeed the first 
duty of the freeman to know and defend the insti- 
tutions and principles upen which his freedom is 
founded, and this is especially important when he 
is called wpon to embody them in new laws or 
constitutions. 

The state constitution which it is proposed to 
replace with the new draft has not been criticized 
in rqapect of its provisions for the protection of 
the clvil rights of the peoples The demand for 
revision is based on the fact that conditions have 
changed in the half century since the edoption 
of the existing constitution and that our funda- 
mental faw should be adjusted to them so far as 
it deals with the condyct of government business; 
the raising of revenue, the administration of jus- 
tice, and development of néw agencies or methods 
to meet new public needs. We shall therefore 
discyss first the proposals of the draft which deal 
with these administrative problems, and later with 
those which affect the rights of the citizen.

The present ger.eration is 
first struck by the combined weight of 16,500,000 
volumes, and if'‘it withstands the wave, finds it- 
self breasting a torrent fed by 800,000 new vol- 
umes each year. It is staggering and discourag- 
ing. No human brain could withstand such a flood, 

But the fact is that the human brain is superior 
to even this weight of printed words. The lower 
the quality of the individual brain, the less is it 
concerned with reading, To the illiterate this 
weight of printed words is nothings The higher 
the quality of the brain, the greater its faculty 
of discrimination. Te the discriminating the 
weight of literature is so distinctly marked as to 
relative values that it is neo menace. The good 
things in literature stand out so clearly above the 
bad that sheer weight is eliminated. 

We can jot down in a short time most of the 
authors who have survived the test of time, Only 
hundreds, or perhaps only scores, still live. And 
we have the judgment of many wise predecessors 
in the enjoyment of literature as an efficient guide. 
Occasionally we may overlook a worthy author or 
a worthy volume out of the past, but mot often. 

Th¢ task of discriminating between the mederns 
is more difficult. But even among them there are 
enough outstanding to make us certain we can 
occupy our time to good advantage. The process 
of elimination is simple. If we read all that time 
permits among those we know are good, the bed 
will take care of themselves. A flood of 16,500,- 
000 different volumes of writing is demoralizing, 
but we do not have to stand and be engulfed by 
it. We can swim it, with enjoyment and profit. 

The one essential is to learn to Swim. It can 
best be taught in childhood, and on long winter 
evenings. .

UNHEALTHFUL. 
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tically all city raised negro babies have 
some rickets, why negro children re- 
quire more sunlight, need to be in the 
open air and under the open light more 
than do white children.

It is in winter that the sun for days 
or hours will appear ag a red” ball at 
which man can look directly without 
being blinded. Such sunlight is very 
poor in violet and ultraviolet. In the 
winter, the period between one hour 
after sunup and one hour before sun- 
down, the period of some disinfection, 
is short. 

So much for evidence of that character.

death rate is amounting steadily. It is 
about as high now as-it was last May. 
The curve of previous years indicates 
that it will mount steadily until March.

REQUENTLY.you hear critics of | 
the present.system say that col- 
lege football is thoroughly: com- 
mercialized. 

If they mean that the athletic de 
partments of big universities are con- 
ducted on a businesslike basis, that re- | 
céeipts reaching many millions dollars 
annually pour into athletic treasuries 
throughout the country, the charge is 
true. 

If they mean that the dollar alone 
and not the spirit of sport and inter- 
collegiate competition are the sole mo- 
tives, the charge is not true. 

The Wake does not begrudge colleges. 
their football receipts. Surely, $3 a 
seat (all seats, even boxes, are sold for 
the same price) for the Princeton game 
and $2.50 per seat for the other fea- 
tures at Stagg field are not excessive 
prices, compared to the $3.85, $4.40, 
and $4.95 charged for any attractive 
theatrical performance. 

Football is, so to speak, the daddy of 
the athletic family. Nearly every other 
sport, unless possibly basketball, is a 
dependent. Father Football. supports 
the family. His earnings pay expenses, 
including salaries, of the athletic de- 
partment and deficits incurred in other 
branches. 

When there is a surplus after gall 
other expenses it is usually applied to 
new stands and improvements at the 
athletic field. Michigan and Wisconsin, 
we understand, have never called upon 
alumni to contribute toward erection of 
their present amphitheaters. , 

For our part, we prefer this system 
and precision to the old haphazard 
methods. .

For many seasons Iowa has been 
the principal barrier to middle west 
interstate and transcontinental traf- 
fic in the spring, fall, and winter 
months. Motor travel has come to a 
halt there with every rain, and trans- 
portation experts estimate that the 
loss occasioned every year by delays 
to freight and passengers, wear and 
tear on motor equipment, and the burn- 
ing of needles fuel would soon pay for 
the needed pavements. 

At present paving improvement is 
carried out by the various counties of 
the state and highway work is con- 
centrated on the maintenance of dirt 
roads. These main roads are nearly 
perfect in dry weather, and, during fa- 
vorable periods, are the most pleasant | 
type of highway to be found anywhere | 
in the west. In addition they are 
cheap, and this phase has been used 
convincingly in numerous political 
campaigns. 

lowa’s pavement mileage is limited 
almost entirely to stretches of hard 
surfacing radiating from centers of 
population, and, although considerable, 
is practically useless for through traf- 
fic.

The majority of the bus lines are 


operating over the main traveled roads 
which were utilized by the stage! 
coaches of three-quarters of a century | 
ago. Chicago was then the headquar- | 
ters of the leading lines and the! 
coaches moved daily from that me- | 
tropolis to all points of the compass, | 
drawn by four or six horses, depend- | 
ent upon the condition of the roads. | 
One of the leading state coach lines | 
between Chicago and St. Louis fol-| 
lowed closely the “Illini boulevard,” | 


Route four of the state bond issue hard 
road system which runs via Joliet, 
Dwight, Burlington, and Springfield. 
Another line, Chicago to Pedria, fol- 
lowed closely what is now the IVy 
trail, Route seven of the bond issue 
system, via Joliet, Ottawa, and Henry. 
Still another, Chicago to Indiana 
points, moved over what is now the 
Dixie highway, via Momence and Dan- 
ville, while one of the popular routes 
west moved from Chicago to Clinton. 
Ia., via De Kalb and Dixon, now 
known as Route one of the bond issue. 


The motor busses ate keeping pace 
with the extension of the hard road 
system and within a year or two it 
is expected that several thousand will 
be in operation in Illinois. They prom: 
ise to form an important addition to 
the transportation facilities of the 
state and will be able to operate every 
day in the year as business requires. 

Some of the pioneer vehicle factories 
of Illinois which built and repaired 
stage coaches during the old days and 
turned their attention to buggtes and 
farm wagons when the railroads 
pushed the old time coaches into the 
discard, aré now producing automo 
biles and motor busses. 

So far no action has been taken 
towards requiring motor busses to pay 
a special license where they operate 
for profit upon the state system of 
hard roads. As the busses increase 
in number the state legislature will 
consider the question of a fee, the 
money collected to be utilized in main- 
taining the new highways of concrete. 

It is expected that problems of con- 
trolling this great volume of motor 
traffic will develop from time to time 
and be solved by the authorities as 
circumstances may require.

Sprightly, engaging melo- 
dies, quite in the American spirit, were immensely 
attractive when applied to light- situations and de 
veloped into hifalutin bombast when tragedy became 
imminent. And if any sense of humor had been 
used on the librettos, many painful locutions would 
have been avoided.

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HORDES OF ANTIQUITY. 
By S. A. Maxwell. 

OU remember history tells of 
many migrations of peoples, wild 
nations out of the east, who 
swept down and ravaged the civ- 


flizations of western Europe. The 


zaces and natiozs who moved were of 
different blooas, put the reason they 
moved was the same for all. 

In neolithic times, or the age 6f. pol- 
ished stone, Europe attained a density 
of population roughly equal to that of 
the country on that continent today. 
Every man farmed a little, hunted 
some, and fished a little. There were 
‘trade routes along the rivers and prim- 
itive commerce in centers of popula- 
tion. All the tribés were about equally 
armed, and therefore equally balanced 
in power. This balance was broken 
by the Celts. 

Celts once inhabited all the Danube 
valley. Then from somewhere in the 
east they learned the use of bronze. 
They soon were far better armed than 
any of their neighbors. They crowded 
on the Semites in the south, who lived 
in the basin of the Mediterranean sea. 
They pressed on the Nordics who lived 
north of them, in the basin of the 
Baltic. 

Semites were then, and still are, as 
helpless as sheep against Aryan ag- 
gression. But between Aryan and 
Aryan the Nordics proved the better 
fighters. As soon as they had raised 
the level of their civilization the equal 
of that of the Celts, and had learned 
the use of metal, they turned, and all 
but exterminated all the Celts in the 


world. Those of the latter who escaped 


fied south by droves, into Semitic 
fiec 


lands. As these territories were in 
most cases alreatly saturat¢éd swith 
humanity, the Celts did the most ob- 
vious thing; they laid their stratum of 
society over that of the aborigines. 
The result was the high classic civili- 
zations of antiquity. 

Two or three theusand years bates 
Cesar encountered some of these 
same Nordics, thn called Germans. 

Little by little Nordics moved west- 
ward into the evacuated territories. 
Movements of this sort were going on 
all during the time of the Roman em- 
pire, piling up a wave of Nordics along 
the frontier of Rome and creating a 
rarefaction behind. At length they 
burst through, destroyed Rome and 
laid the foundation of modern Europe. 


> But in so doing they created a still 


greater rarefaction in the east. 

The Alpine Wends, who lived in the 
Carpathians, suddenly found that their 
old enemy had deserted his home. They 


moved westward en masse. Then the 
Huns, Finns and Bulgars, who lived 
in Russia, moved up to fill the Slavs’ 
place. This created a vacancy in front 
of the Alpine Tartars who lived in cen- 
tral Asia, and they moved west. The 
rarefaction at length reached the Mon- 
gols, a yellow race, and set them im vio- 
lent motion. 

Where men are torn from their 
homes by ethnic convulsions some of 
them always turn marauders. It was 
hordes of these professional destroy- 
ers from eastern Europe and western 
Asia who kept Europe in turmoil al- 
most until the discovery of America, 
and whose heritage.the world recog- 
nizes as the Slavic and near eastern 


problems.

show that she has honestly tried to 
write about the woman and not the 
actress.

Of course, the most amusing part 
of the book is the group of letters 
which were written to her by George 
Bernard Shaw—whom she called Joey 
(imagine}—and which have caused so 
much bitter discussion in England as. 
to the good taste of their being printed. 
They are, one must admit, as soppy 
as most of the letters found on the 
defendant and gleefully reproduced the 
next morning in the press. They are, 
of course, amusingly written. As for 
instance: 


“There are such wonderful sorts of 
relations and close togethernesses and 
babes-in-the-woodsinesses, besides be- 
ing in love, which, as you point out, 
my diet and feeble nature forbid. I 
may have moments of being in love, 
but you must overlook them. And 
now, having expressed myself with 
carefully punctuated moderation, I 
shall shall go to bed quite calmly and 
sign myself, O, loveliest, doveliest, ba- 
biest, Your gabiest, 
“G. B. 8.” 

And after a series of letters of that 
brilliant and high scholarliness of tone, 
Mrs. Campbell says, “‘ His wildest let- 
ters I do not give.”’ Do you wonder 
that that part of her autobiography 
is upsetting London? 

The nicest letter of all is one from 
Sir James M. Barrie in which he gives 
her permission to print two letters 
which he had written her years ago. 
It is one of the nicest letters any one 
ever read anywhere. Most of the 
“Some Letters,”’ however, are from 
her admirers among the honorables 
and girs and ladies and in praise of her 
acting or in commiseration for her 
repeated illnesses. It is evident that 
London thought she was one of the 
greatest actresses of time, and that 
she didn’t wholly disagree with Lon- 
don.

There are eight stories in “ Gigolo” 
and of them there are two which are 
as fine as the finest parts of “The 
Girl” and as rich in character as the 
first half of “ Fanny Herself,” which 
was, to the minds of most of us who 
read books for a living, a remarkable 
genre picture of a Jewish mother. 
Those two stories are “Old Man Min- 
ick” and “The Sudden Sixties,” both 
of them, strangely, about old age; the 
one about an old man, su/idenly bereft 
of his fussy, loving little wife, who 
goes to live with his son and dayghter- 
in-law and has nothing to do but sit 
in Washington park and argue about 
the state of the world with other un- 
welcomre fathers; and the other about 
& woman who, quite suddenly, after a 
life so bustling with work that she 
didn’t realize the passing of the years, 
finds herself in the sixties. 


There is gomething at once pathetic 
and beautiful about those two stories. 
and real. That, of course, has always 
been the point about Edna Ferber’s 
short stories; they are about the peo- 
ple every one sees every day; the lit- 
tle girl who stands for eight hours on 
her feet m&tching ribbons, the paper 
man onthe corner of 63d street and 
Lake Park avenue whose name sobody 
knows Wut whose smile nobody forgets, 
or the mewsboy on the corner of Broad- 
way and Clark or wherever. It's the 
essential boy or man or girl or woman 
that e writes about, and not the 

queer, highly brilliant or stu- 
pidly*dumb person whom she plucks 
out of life to hojd up for us to look at. 
That’s why her stories have such a 
definite appeal to the many. 

Of the other six stories there is one 
that is as light and delicate a tale 
as you. could imagine—and about a 
boy who works in a garage! He is, 
though neither he nor his somewhat 
heavy “lady friends” know it, a crea- 
ture of fancy and the story is called 
“The Afternoon of a Faun.” It is 
merely the record of the afternoon off 
of Nick, but an afternoon so natural 
and yet so fantastic as to leave even 
Nick with a feeling that perhaps his 
technique of life isn't so effective as 
he has suspected. And it has a jolly 
ending, too, inveitable, but surprising.
